Despatches state, that on Saturday afternoon Father 
Stantoa. ordered Prof, McDoaeli of Queeas w'to vas 
v nttng up iae game for a iuu»sto;i paper, Loin the 
pres. stand. This step was taken merely because he had 
represented Queens at the meeting on the previous even- 
ing. This is an action which is perhaps typical of the 
sporting spirit which is inculcated at Ottawa College 
■a desire to win at all costs, a bigotted resolve to 
have everything or nothing. An utter lack of apprecia- 
tion of what true clean sport is; have been too frequeut- 
ty features which marked the attitude of the Garnet and 
<-»ray, both in the committee room and on the field. 

After the disgraceful fracas in Ottawa some ten days 
ago the excuse advanced for it by College men was that 
it was an unwritten law in the Intercollegiate Union 
that after the game, the home team were given the ball 
This is one of the best apologies we have ever heard of 
Such a custom has never been adhered too. Heights of 
fancy and football traditions were sadly miied when 
that statement was made. 

It is easy to read the real reason for Ottawa Col- 
lege's withdrawal from the Union. It was a step which 
they probably have been considering for some time and 
it is natural that they skould have seized the first ex- 
cuse, no matter how flimsy and unsatisfactory, which 
came their way. Father Stanton is admittedly an as- 
tute and far sighted coach aud the fact must have been 
patent to him for a long time that Ottawa College were 
hopelessly outclassed in the Intercollegiate unless they 
resorted to tactics which the other Colleges scorned He 
must have seen that with the material at his disposal 
he could not cope with the teams from the three bi K 
Colleges 6 

The rules of the Union strictly limit the field from 
which he can draw his players and this must have irked 
him. In the. O.R.F.U. he can supplement his team with 
men non-attendant at College and thus he may perhaps 
be able to form a team of superior playing ability to 
the one Le has at present. 

If it is a fact that discourtesy of the kind referred to 
was offered to Professor McDonell, it is time that Ot- 
tawa College were out of the league. K they have uot 
as yet officially withdrawn they should be asked to do 
so at once or to apologize. If they have withdrawn the 
Daily's opinion is expressed in the heading on this edi- 
tor al. 



HE UNION 
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Since its inception six years ago the Union has play- 
ed an ever increasing part in McGill affairs. It's influ- 
ence has been felt in every branch of uu lergraduate life 
and it has gradually become the centre and headquarters 
of our many activities. Organizations of so varied a 
ehara tet as the Rugby Football Club and the Literary 
and Debating Society are sheltered wi'hiu its walls 
while the Daily and the Western Club find in it a com- 
mon meeting place. 

The Union has proved itself a great benefit to the 
iindergrnd uates collectively and individually, not oily 
directly but through the w.Je changes in student auton- 
omy which it has rendered possible. We venture to 
state that the Students Council would not be to-day 
the powerful and efficient body that it is if it had not 
been for the facilities the Union offers for an organiza- 
tion of this type; we might even go farther than this 
aud state That the idea of the Council and the plans 
which led to its inception would perhaps not have been 
formulated but for the opportunity offered for the ex- 
change of opinions by the Halls of this building. The 
Cot-noil, since it was first instituted, hus had its head- 
quarters in the Union and from there its manifoid busi- 
ness has been directed. 

The result of this centralization of affairs in the 
Union has been that almost every McGill man has fre- 
quently had occasion to make use of the building for 
some purpose or other : and it has come to be regarded, 
as the common property of all undergraduates alike. 
The Universal fee, making everv student ipso facto a 
member of the Union, is thus hut the logical outcome 
of the developments of the developments of the past six 
years. 

It is not however, merely as a meeting place for 
other clubs, that, the Union should be considen-d. It 
provides an opportunitv for that intercourse among the 
nadergradnates which is bcnefieial in so many ways. Its 
reading rooms, card rooms and billiard rooms, provide 
amusement while its weTl equipped dining room, grill 
room aid barber shop are coiTenieaces which merit pat- 
ronage from both studentR and graduates.

EMIGRATION PROBLEn» 
IS FULLYJIISCUSSED 

W. W. Let?, Imigiution Set h - 
taty loi Canada Writes In- 
teresting Article for 
Daily 

It only w it bin tbe Inst few years 
that we have realised the problem 
which o n rapidly increasing iimni 
H ration constitutes, 

Previously it was generally conced- 
ed that tbe Immigration problem 

was confined solely f,i our neigh 
hours to the south, but social work- 
ers and thinking men generally, are 
discovering that most of the internal 
problems which are affecting the un 
ttonal life to-day, hiive their basic 
origin m the problem of the immi 
grant. 

When we realize however that in 
proportion to our population, we arc 
receiving annually far more immi 
grants than tbe United States ever 
did. and that furthermore the type 
nf oui immigration is fast becoming 
more closely allied to theirs we are 
not so surpris d t( Hnd their proh 
torus in tins respcc! are Increasing!; 
becoming ours. 

(\ comparison of the ti.-ures ol our 
immigration fur the lus» ten years, 
with those of the United States for 
a corresponding period, gives food 
for deep reflection. Since 1!>02 there 
have been tidmttted into Canada, in 



round ligures, one million immi- 
grants from Kurope in other words 
; i n •. seventh of our population, l)t 
tbe number, well over one-third have 
come from non-Knglish speaking 
countries,— or tn put it mure strik- 
ingly, one seventeenth of our present 
population, came as mm Knglish 
speaking immigrants during the past, 
ten years. 

At the highest point of their immi- 
gration, the greatest population 
which tbe United States received in 
l en years war one in elghtettl of a 
total Immigration, and one in thirty 
nine of foreign speaking. 

The fact that each year sees the 
source of this tide of immigration 
shifting from Nurtb Western to South 
Kastern Europe makes the problem 
more acute ami harder of solution. 

There is however, another side to 
this question, that is tbe need of the 
labour which this type of immigra- 
tion provides, to carry on out in- 
creasingly large industrial undertak- 
ings. This brings us face tn faca 
with the most vital phase nf ths 
problem oar responsibility as Can- 
adians, to t.heae tarie.! peoples, who 
will in the near future constitute 
such a Urge suit of our population. 
We must edoeate aa«t assimilate them 
into our aatinnal ;fe. and must ex- 
tend and develop onr organizations 
until we ran .absorb and weave into 
the wool of our national fabric , 
every immigrant who comes to our 
shores. When that is di ne th immi- 
grant problem will bave ce : sect to 
to exist.
